them ont of the city. 


The Life Guards impressed me very 
itrongly, and as I looked at them, I 
bought I would change my mind and 
not go to America—that I would go to 
the enlisting Sergeant, take the 
'Qneen'3 Shilling", and Join the Life 
Guards as a Tommy. I accordingly 
applied and was taken to the enlisting 
station. I had to go the next morning 
'or the examination with a number of 
other young men. I noticed I was 
>assed ta everything In the way of 
wind and limb, heart, lungs, etc., -with 


Jolly smile and a pat on the back 


from the enlisting Sergeant and the 
surgeon who examined ua. And then, 
wltli two other young fellows, I was 
asked to take two paces backward. 
We did soi The other men were call- 
ed out to right wheel and marched 
away. We stood there, turned left 
wheel, and stood over in the corner. 


I wondered why this was, because 


all the fellows who hod the right wheel 
looked splendid, and I thought that 
either they, or we, were going to be 
rejected. Then I was Informed that I 
didn't quite reach the height required, 
for in those days yon had to be six 
feet and growing—that means 18 or 
under—and bad only reached 5 feet

tacketf£Verdun, some radical and so- 
cialist attacked the priests, the cleri- 
cals and the "easy" class, charging 
them with shirking arduous and dan- 
gerous missions. No priest or aris- 
tocrat, they said, had ever been seen 
In a trench. They also accused them 
of aiding and abetting the Germans 
after having helped to bring on the 
war In the hope that a disaster to 
Franca would overthrow the Repub- 
lican or Parliamentary regime. They 
accused them of sending money to 
Germany to subscribe to the German 
•war loans. 
A wineshop keeper of 


the Department of Lot woo repeated 
these accusations was prosecuted 
and sentenced to three years' Impris- 
onment and was fined 1,000 francs. 


The campaign against the priests 


and clericals was even taken up by 
such a conspicuous writer aa Mon- 
sieur Paul Adam, who made similar 
charges In the leading radical news- 
paper of the 
South of France, the 


Depeche de Toulouse, and drew upon 
himself a storm of protest- The Bat- 
Ue of Verdun did* far more to stop 
the campaign than the conviction of 
the wineshop man of the Lot and ths 
protests against the articles of Mon- 
sieur Paul Adam. It has, perhaps, 
accomplished even more' than the 
letter of 
the Premier, Monsieur 


Briand, declaring that all such cal- 
umnies should be punished. Today 
all parties, including the socialists, 
\\ho have just renewed their declara- 
tion in favor of a war to the bitter 
end, are working in harmony. 


About two months ago it was pos- 


sible to witness such incidents as 
that which took place in a little cafe 
in the center of Paris. Two soldiers 
in stained uniforms, smacking of the 
front, were 
taking their morning 


coffee In a "retired corner—modestly 
and inconspicuously as is the way 
with the men who have seen real 
service. 
They were concealed from 


two civilians who were discussing 
the war. 
"I've had my fill of It," 


said one of the civilians. "It's time 
it was brought to a finish. If the 
generals In command can't do it 
they ought to be replaced." 


One of the soldiers rose to his 


feet and 
confronted 
the pessimist. 


"My good friend," he said, "you must 
have had a hard time of It. When 
were you mustered out? 
Tell ua 


what you've done -u the war and 
what the war's dons to you to give 
you. auch a tired feeling."

ian gulped down the rest of the cof- 
fee and rushed out of the Cafe with- 
out replying.
